ay wowed pc nna arts imported from the continent, I 
know not any one in which my ingenious countrymen have . 
well fucceeded, as in the Art of Pyfin ; fome branches t) 

which kave been happily elucidated in the dramatic piece of the 
Gritte,. where it is plainly ptoved that puffing is reduced to a 
{yftem, and that, like the Complete Letter-writer, it contains 
certain forms * adapted "to moft occafiogs in, life:”. 

In this excellent art, I fay, my worthy countrymen have 
made woaderful progrels; of which our oe prints offer the 
mott inconteftible proofs ; for, we there nd many name) and 
many things puffed into pos importance, whofe virtues mult 
otherws'e As remained known only to a ** fcle&t few,” and 
the world in general have been deprived of their advantages, 

This ‘neceflary art had long been confined to Quack Doftors, 
who very handfomely lived on extolling themfelves ; till at 
length the Surgeon-Barber, emulous of the like importance, 
and confcious of f{cientifical abilities, afferted his right to public 
attentien, and became the original author, publifher, and vender 
of the puff of /¢// approbation, 

It was now difcoveted that Medical itinerants had no exclu- 
five right to exercife the aft of Quackery; and this difcovery, 
like that of eleétricity, gave rife to ianumcrable experiments ; 
and we have naw Quacks of all denominations, from the 
a igmanaaal at St James’s to the Quack-Cobler in St 
Giles’s. 

The art of Puffing then is the art of Quackery thus univer- 
fally improved, and extended to all manner of profeilions ; the 
rerms of f{cience are thus happily brought into common ufe, 
and we are now told that “* Mr ****, paftry-cook, having a 
 correfpondence with Monfieur **** of Paris, they have, by 


“ the joint exertions of ‘their united profefional abilities, , 


brought apple-puffs to an amazing degree of perfection, by a 
“ new and /tientifical confiruction of the pafte, never before at- 
‘© tempted in the Known world.” 

But the moft fuccefsful adepts in the Art of Puffing, are the 
Laces ; for T deem every article of unneceffary ornament the 


Puff dircé ; {o that a lady in full drefs is hiule lef than a puff | 


from top to toe ;, the cap, if the wears any, is puffed with gauze 
puffings, puffed ribbons, and puffed flowers ; the hair puffed 
up with puffed cottons puffed with powder, from the powder 
puff of a puffed frifeur ; the cheeks delectably puffed with car- 
mine, and the neck and arms puffed with artificial alabafter ; 
the reft of the body is puffed with an extenfive hoop-petticoat 
puffert-with fleances and furbelows before, anda of 
pon puffs behinds ; this, with the puffed refe on a fmall foot, 
is the puff of temptation, and there * the regular confufion 
* ends !” 

A friend of mine, unacquainted with the extenfive influence 
of puffing, an art thore wonderful in its deceptions than Bre/- 
law himfelf, lately married a lady of the above defcription ; but 
he protefts, that, except when fhe is full drefled, he has only 
half of what he batgained for :—** [ was never more aftonithed 
“in my life (fays he) than when I firft faw her undrefled— 
*¢ and could not help applying to her Fa/flaff’s defcription of 
“© Slender, that he refembled a cheefe-paring after fupper, or 
*¢ a forked radifh with a curious head fantaftically carved.” 

But the Ladies do not confine the art of puffing to externals 
only ;‘ they alfo ufe a variety of mental puffs ; and, as Hudi- 
bras tells us, 

** They daub their tempers o'er with wahes, 
** As artificial as their faces.” 


This, I apprehend, is effeéted by the fuff fentimental, which 
has been long in vogue, but is now on the decline ; for the 
puff fentimental is the vileft of all puffs when the trick is found 
out, by reafon of its near affinity to Hypocrify. 

I cannot but obferve that the puff fzntimental is very danger- 
ous ; for £ have little doubt but it is to an improper and two 
extenfive a ufe of this puff, that we are to attribute that misfor- 
tune of the Ladies fo univerfally complained of, that though 
they can catch birds they cannot make cages. Before marriage, 
though you are permitted to contemplate their per/onal beauties 
in an undre/s, vicir minds are always tutored to the occafion, 
and they fail not to play off their whole artillery of fentimental 
puffs; they are fentimentally modeft, fentimentally humane, 
fentimentaliy delicate—But, after marriage, the lover too fre- 
quently difeayers that his miitrefs has an undre/s of the mind 
as well as of the perfon, antl he has, perhiaps, the double mor- 
tification of findirig his undrefled wife like “ a forked radith” 
to her perfun, and her mind, inftead of the invariable ftar, re- 
fembling the illufive vapour !

' The captare of St George’s Key by thé Spaniards the rth 
of Headivn ws 1779, and the circumftances atrending that trang 
aétion, mutt long ere this have been ye public, and to which 
we prefume you, of courfe, cam be no ftrangers. 
We, ped ber the unfortunate {ufferers from that melancho- 
ly event, beg leave'to reprefent, that having been made prifon- 
ers bythe Spaniards, we, with our families where we at fent 
remain, are allowed only one ryal per day for our fubfifteace, 
without any diltingtion iv that refpect betwixt us and the com- 
mop mariners who are lodged inthe fame prifon, deprived of 
thofe liberties and indulgences which, from our rank and fitu- 
ation in life, we confidered ourfelves juftly entitled to, and al} 
applications on that head rendered ineffediual. . 
The hardthips to which. fome. of us have been reduced by the 
lofs of our wearing apparel, and that diftrefs whicli all in gene- 
ral have experienced from the necefhey of difpofing of ute preat- 


{ se(t part of what was faved, in ogder ta:purchafe thofe necefla- 


fies which our afford, rogéther with 
our reprefentation to his Excellency the Governor of the Ma- 
vaunah, which goes by this conveyance, andwhich we fincere- 
ly hope will fo far claim his attcotion, as to obtain for us a 
fpeedy removal from hence, where any further length of con- 
finement (from the advanced price of provifions which prevails, 
and which feems likely to continue) muft render our fiuation 
truly wretched and difagreeable. We have already fuffered a 
Tong and painful imprifonment in this plage, without the leaft 
tidings or any profped of relief ; and we are likely to remain 
here during the war, uvlefs fome {teps are taken by our friends 
to obtain our deliverance. ‘I'he meafures we have already pur- 
fued for that purpofe appear to us the moft eligibl: ; indeed, 
they are the only means we have in our power, for all others 
are with-held from us ; and ‘we owe to the friendthip and hu- 
manity of the bearer the liberty we now exercife in making the 
prefent application. 

Feeling for your prefent firuationy in dike manner as, ‘we 
prefume, you mu(t naturally do for us, 9 usyin the moft 
earneft manner, to fupplicate the exercile of your good offices 
in our behalf, cither through the channel. of your friends, or 
by petition to his Excellency the Governor, to obtain for us a 
fpeedy removal from hence to the Havannah, in order that we 
may have the fatisfaétion of joining you, and partaking of the 
benefit common to all prifoners in time of war, of being ex- 
changed in our turn; but fhould fach application prove inef- 
fe&tual, we mutt folicit your farther fervices, in giving the ear- 
lieft intelligence of our fituation to our friends, to the end that 
they may ufe their beft endeavours to procure for us a fpeedy 
enlargement from our prefent captivity. And we farther more 
requeft, that this application may be made as public as poffible, 
that our fellow-fubje&ts in general may be apprifed of onr fitna- 
tion, and thereby enabled ro ufe every means in their power for 
our ft . 

We are at prefent oné handred’ tn 
are fourteen women, twenty-five children, and twelve aged and 
infirm perfons, the refidue forming a very inconfiderable num& 
ber of effective people, and by no means a proper object for 
keeping us in captivity fo much beyond expectation, and fo 
contrary to the ufage and cuftoms of other nations, eftablithed 
in the principles of humanity, for the purpofe of mitigating the 
hardthips and mifertes of war. 

We can oaly further add, that if any humane perfon can be 
found, who will undertake the care and delivery of a letter, we 

hall deem an anfwer to this as a very fingitlar favour ; of which, 
and the difcharge of thofe friendly offices here requefted, we 
hope ever to retain the moft grateful remembrance. —We pray 
God to preferve your health, and grant you that patience and 
fortitude neceflary to fapport you under your prefent afflictions 5 
and beg leave to fubfcribe ourfelves; with relpedt, 
Your affectionate friends, ;

THE foregving is a copy of what we have: alreddy wrote 
you by two former coaveyances ; ta which we have to add, that 
about fifteen days ago, a flag of truce, -with ten Spanith prifon- 
ers fromthe ifland of Rattan, arrived at Bacealar ; but the Go 
vernor of this province, for reafons beft known to himfelf, re- 
fufes to make any exchange, confidering that ifland as_a place 
of refuge, which the rematning Bay inhabitants had fled to, and 
not as a fettlement under the proteétion of Government, (which 
we aré fenfible it is) ; and although we underftand the ten pri- 
foners are received by the Goveriiot of Baecalar, yet none are 
permitted to go from heace in return} ‘a circumftance which 
adds to our afflictions, and leaves us no hopes, ‘but in the hu- 
manity and atteation of our friends and fellow fabjects, who 
we traft will not fail to ufe every means in their power for our 
releafe. And in order the more readily to induce theni there- 
td, we mult now requeft, that this letter, and the copy former: 
ly fent to the Governor of the Havannah, which is hereby in- 
clofed, may be forwarded by the very firft fafe conveyance to 
Ring‘ton in Jamaica, in ctdet to their being publithed in the 
Royal Gazette, that the public in general may be informed of 
our fituation, anid that our friends in thaf ifland may make the 
neceflary application to their Excellencies the Governor and 
Admiftal there, to obtain for us an enlargement from henee. — 
In full confidence of your friendfhip and good oifices, we re- 
main, very refpectfully.
